In his 
gruelling and heart-breaking first 
round encounter against MeCarthy, 
an encounter that saw the Atlanta 
wizard badly off his game, he was 
Bobby Jones, the fighter. 
against Chick Evans, it was Bobby 
Jones who combined those first two 
attributes, plus a third—the killing 
instinct. 

It has been said that the Iron Duke 
was not a killer. That his gentle na- 
ture rebelled at sending an opponent 
down to a humiliating defeat. Today 
that theory floated away on the Min- 
nesota air. For if ever a determined 
and ruthless killer strode a 
course, it was Bobby today 
against Chick Evens.

London, August 27.—(/)—The Sun- 

day Observer, dealing with the re- 
ports of Viscount Cecil's impending 
resignation as chancellor of the Duchy 
of Lancaster, a cabinet post, says the 
real cause of hie decision is the fail- 
ure of the naval limitations confer- 
ence.

North China Daily News 
Is Held Responsible for

Shanghai. China. August 27.—There 
is no place on earth more unsuited for 
a study of China than its principal 
seaport, Shanghai. Converted from a 
mudbank into a huge gray stone city 
by western energy and Chine-- money. 
it has become, in a short term of years. 
the greatest seaport of the east and 
the greatest international danger spot 
in the history of the world. If a 
great world war comes out of this 
China trouble, and there is yet danger 
of such a thing, the blame for it will 
be laid largely at the feet of the blind- 
ly prejudiced people of the interna- 
tional settlement. 


British interests in Shanghai, as a 
whole, and American to a certain ex- 
tent, have been matching western 
childishness with eastern childishness 
in carrying on a strained and bitter 
relationship with the victorious Cat- 
tonese authorities since the capture of 
the city in March. Neither the Chinese 
nor the foreigner has the slightest con- 
ception of what the other wishes in 
“wag bringing about of a new condition 

n China, and unless both sides change 
their attitudes there is little likeli- 
hood of peace in China for years, 

Foundation Badly Laid. 

Had the foundations of Sino-foreign 
relations been properly laid a half cen- 
tury ago when China was opened up 


| 


to foreign trade, the present trouble 
would never have arisen, But since 
the foundations are faulty the whole 
structure is weak and is being propped 
up by bombast and bitterness. he 
North China Daily News, represent- 
ing the big business interests of Shang- 
hai, has done more to bring about the 
present cat and dog attitude than any 
other one factor. That a more vicious 
paper has ever been published cannot 
be imagined. Judged from honest 
journalistic standards it ‘would not be 
tolerated 30 days anywhere else in 
the world. Its capacity for misrepre- 
sentation, its tendency to publish what 
it knows to be deliberate falsehood, its 
intolerance of anything Chinese, and 
its slavish devotion to imperialistic 
principle, makes it a thorn in the flesh 
of home governments and a red rag 
to the Chinese. The rest o1 the press 
of Shanghai, with the single exception 
of J. B. Powell’s “China Weekly Re- 
view,” is legs dangerous only because 
it hasn't the circulation or the pres- 
tige of the North China Dail, News. 
Until the foreign powers begin to deal 


Sith a China that is not represented 


hy Shanghai and its shoddy, contemp- 
tible press, there is ho hope of ever 
reaching a satisfactory condition which 
eventually will lead to a satisfactory 
relationship. It will take many years 
to eliminate from the Chinese mind 
the insults and injury offered by 
Shanghaj through its press, 

Free and Easy. 

Its a funny spectacle, this Shanghai. 
Paying no attention and no taxes to 
the home governments for years, run- 
ning along in its free and easy way 


without worrying about ‘ow _ things 
went at home, and caring nothing of 
foreign relations, Shanghai suddenly 
found its little sovereignty threatened. 
Howls that could be heard in high 
heaven went up. “Send troops or we 
perish” these international settlement 
fellows shouted to those lightly con- 
sidered home governments. The troops 
were sent ‘and Shanghai was saved. 
saved from everything from a Russian 
communist massacre to being turned 
over into the muddy Whangpoo. The 
enterprising Shanghailanders, their 
trade up the river temporarily stopped 
by the revolution, fell upon their de- 
fenders greedily and began at once to 
profiteer. British and American gov- 
ernments are paying as much a month 
in rental for buildings as it cost two 
erect the buildings. Thus great heart- 
ed Shanghai welcomed its defenders. 
Meanwhile, cabarets, with Russian 
peasant girls as the center of attrac- 
tion, continue to furnish amusement 
for the jaded Shanghailanders, while 
a hundred war craft lie in the river 
outside to ward off an enemy which 
at present is fighting merrily along 
400 miles to the north. 
The Other Side. 


There is, of course. another side to 
the question. The Chinese has been 
and is just as unreasonable and preju- 
diced about Shanghai as the foreigner 
is. He has arisen, very suddealy and a 
bit dramatically, and demanded the re- 
turn of Shanghai, “taken from China 
at the point of a gun.” That Shang- 
hai is built on Chinese soil no one 
can‘deny. But that Shanghai, as it is 
today, was taken from China at the 
point of a gun is sheer nonsense. The 
Shanghai taken from the Chinese was 
a mudbank. There is no more mag- 
nificent city in the world than the 
Shanghai the Chinese want handed 
back. That it can be placed on a 
silver platter and handed over with- 
out compensation and without some 
safeguards placed around its mighty 
husinesses is out of the question, and 
China must realize that before any ne- 
gotiations can be started. There is 
little doubt that had Shanghai remain- 
ed in the hands of the Chinese it 
would be a mudbank today. The Chi- 
nese have been too busy with civil 
war and saving their “faces” to both- 
er about building cities.

foreigner urging the return of the con- 
cessions, which, theoretically, is the 
honest thing to do. 


Four Governments. 


Ther again the foreigner has no cer- 
tain knowledge that the government 
he is dealing with will be in existence 
the day after an agreement is reached. 
At present there are four more or less 
de facto governments functioning in 
China. The Wu-Han government at 
Hankow, where Borodin rules supreme. 
the Nanking government at Nanking 
where Chiang Kai-shek plans for the 
unification of China, the Pekin gov- 
ernment, where Chang Tso-ling- pro- 
tects foreigners and arrests Rusians, 
and Yen Shi-shans government in 
Shansi. By the time this is published 
all four of these governments may have 
passed on to join innumerable ances- 
tors. Any agreement entered into 
with any one of the four might be 
effective for a day or a year, or any 
part of either, 


Thus the two factions in Shanghai 
work steadily to bring about a worse 
situation. The foreigner, conscious of 

a self-bestowed superiority, allows its 
ree newspaper to misrepresent the 
truth and insult the Chinese, The 
Chinese, ignorant of administration, 
and in a large sense of justice totally 
without a stable government througi 
which to deal, hurls slogans about 
and makes demands which are as silly 
as they are futile. 


The governments of the United 
States and the other powers have 
thousands of troops here to guard and 
protect a community where only dis- 
trust and bitterness flourish. It’s a 
funny. spectacle, this narrow. bitter, 
prejudiced “international city.”

CABINET STANDS OR FALLS BY HIS LITTLE VOTE 
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in Ireland 


BY HUGH CURRAN.

Dublin, August 27.—The importance 
of Jobn Jinks to the conservative gov- 
ernment does not end with his sav- 
ing of the situation by abstaining 
from voting. He still holds the power 
of its life or death, but at the next 


critical division he must vote with the 
government as his abstention will be 
of no avail. 

When the Dail Eireann assembles, 
assuming that government wins one 
by election, the government party will 
number 72, but the opposition will 
number 73, including Deputy ©’Con- 
nell, now in Canada, and the deputy 
who wins the bye-election for the 
fianna fail (republican party). Dep- 
uty Jinks will be necessary to equa- 
lize matters and the government still 
will be dependent for victory on the 
speaker's casting his vote in its di- 
rection. 

When Mr. Jinks arrived home in 
Sligo he was met by a small crowd 
who did not appear to know whether 
to cheer or mob him. Somebody shout- 
ed, “Here's the missing deputy,” and 
that was all. They did not realize that 
for the day. at all events. Mr. Jinks 
and Sligo topped the news on all! con- 


tinents. Some constituents already 
had written to the newspapers calling 
attention to Deputy Jinks’ resigna- 
tion owing to his failure to vote as 
ordered. Others demanded legislation 
that would compel the deputies to vote 
on all divisions, on the same principle 
as the plan of the government to com- 
pel all voters to rote in the elections 
under penalty of fines. 


Regarding the public safety act, 
which gives wide powers for the sup- 
pression of crime and illegal organi- 
zations, some opinion favors the idea 
of letting it remain imperative, but 
the intention is to enforce it imme 
diately by declaring illegal the so- 
called army of the Irish republic and 
the Fianna Eireann. The suppression 
order probably would be followed by 
wholesale arrests and deportations of 
undesirable persons, and an intensive 
search for the murderers of Vice 
President Kevin O'Higgins. 

The Fianna Fail already has taken 
steps to prevent the operation of the 
electoral amendment act which insists 
on candidates for election to the dail 
taking oath before they take seats in 
the dail if elected. The constitution 
says that an act already passed may 
be held up 80 days on petition of two- 
fifths of the dail. This petition now 
has been lodged with the president.

ORGANIZED AT MACON 


Macon, Ga. August 27.—-(>)— 
Georgia this week became the fourth 
state in which all manufacturers of 
dairy products are organized into uni- 
fied association for the advancement 
of the industry. The Dairy Products 


Manufacturers’ Association of Geor- 
gia, whose organization was complet- 
ed in a meeting held here Tuesday, 
includes three autonomous divisions, 
with their separate organizations. 
The plan is similar to that put into 
eperation in Indiana in 1917 and 
since then copied in Ohio and Michi- 
gan. 

Petition for a charter in Fulton 
county was filed by the new associa- 
tion after a preliminary meeting in 
Atlanta two weeks ago. 

The association will employ a na- 
tionally known expert in dairy prod- 
ucts manufacturing and marketing, it 
was announced, to improve the qual- 
ity of production ‘rom Georgia plants 
and to organize marketing facilities 
for the distribution of the output of 
member companies. 

President H. C. Antrim of the cen- 
tral organization stated that approxi- 
mately $60,000,000 a year is being 
sent out of Georgia for butter alone, 
which can be kept within the state 
when production is standardized and 
quality guaranteed and when facili- 
ties for marketing have reached a 
development which will enable Geor- 
gia grocers to buy Georgia butter as 
easily as the products of older and 
better organized butter producing 
states. 

The old Ice Cream Manufacturers’ 
association of Georgia, which for sev- 
en years has been the largest char- 
tered organization of milk and cream 
consumers in the state, was formally 
dissolved following establishment of 
the new association, and its member- 
ship reorganized into the ice cream di- 
vision of the Dairy Products Mann- 
facturers of Georgia.

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Wave Puzzling 
'Hydrographers 


Washington, August 27.—(>— 
Navy hydrographers who have studied 
reports of the sudden arising of huge 
waves out of apparently calm seas 
off the north Atlantic coast in recent 
days have advanced three possible ex- 
planations, although the data at hand 
was too scant to permit definite con- 
clusions, 

_The liner France was slapped by a 
big wave off Ambrose light at the 
entrance to New York harbor August 
23, and a somewhat similar experi- 
ence was undergone by the steamer 
Saugus off the Delaware breakwater 
the next day. 

G. W.  Littlehales, 
gcophle engineer, said today the most 
ikely explanation was that the wave 
phases of distance storms in the At- 
lantic coincided, generating much 
larger waves which “slapped” these 
ships. It is plausible, also, he said, 
that this sudden coincidence was as 
abruptly terminated, restoring the sea 
to relative calm. 

‘Such an occurrence might also 
have resulted from a fast incoming 
tide-stream’ forming what is known 
as a tide boar near inlets,” he con- 
tinned. “This means that the friction 
of land underneath would hinder the 
tide at lower levels, causing a steep 
reverse incline. 

“Contact of waters of different 
physical qualities, such as density and 
temperature, has also been known to 
cause such an abrupt disturbance. I 
hesitate, however, to give any definite

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FLORIDA IS AWED 
BY RUM. RUNNERS, 
U. S. AGENT SAYS 


Washington, August 27.—()— 
Coast guard headquarters today made 
public a memorandum from one of its | 
intelligence officers who investigated 
the recent fight between a rum ryn- 
ner and a coast guard boat near Fort 
Lauderdale, Fla. In it he made the 
statement that there were indications 


of a “deplorable state of affairs on 
the southeast coast of Florida.” and 
declared that it appeared that “the 
decent element in these communi- | 
ties’ had been “overawed by thei 
criminals.” Rear Admiral F. C. Bil- 
lard, commandant of the coast guard, 
said that the class of criminals which 
infest the waters surrounding Florida 
was becoming increasingly desperate 
and’ that only those were left who 
would not hesitate at murder. 

It was indicated that a more stern 
enfercement policy would be adopted 
in combating smugglers of liquor.

From this pasty substance comes a 
high-grade motor fuel. The German 
‘dye trust recently made a deal -with 
the Standard Oil Company of Néw 
Jersey for the manufacture of gaso- 
line from coal. 

American fuel research experts are 
not so much concerned about the mo- 
tor fuel as they are with the develop- 
ment of bituminous coal as a substi- 
tute for anthracite for domestic pur- 
poses, he said. 

The cost of producing esvnthetic 
gasoline may be reduced xs the pro- 
cess is perfected. in the opinion of 
Dr. Baker. “If the petroleum fields 
in the United States are to become 
exhausted in the near future,’’ he 
added, “there is every reason to be- 
lieve a satisfactory substitute can be 
gotten. There remains a_ certain 
amount of work to be»done on the 
processes, but they have advanced to

Thompson 
Junior High school. Decision of city 
council to locate the new city hall on 
city-owned property at Washington 
and Mitchell streets has made it im- 


perative that the school board take 
immediate measures to remove the 
Thompson school to other quarters. 

William ©. Slate, chairman of the 
buildings and grounds committee of 
the board, will ask that council pro- 
vide funds to construct a building for 
the school, and in the event of failure 
of this plan will ask that council pro- 
vide funds to rent other quarters. 

Shortage of Funds. 

“Action of council in taking this 
plot means that the school board will 
be embarrassed in procuring funds 
with which to continue the school, and 


it will work a hardship on the stu- | 


dents,” Mr. Slate declared. “We feel, 
therefore, that council should assist 
us im financing the removal and relo- 
eation of the school.”

PLIGHT UNCERTAIN 
OF 18 AMERICANS 
INPERIL IN MEXICO 


U. S. Consul Says No 
Mexican Troops Are Pro- 


tecting Besieged Men 
From Reds. 


Washington, August 27.—()—Dn- 
certainty continned today at the state 
department as to the plight of 18 
Americans reported besieged Thursday 
in their homes at the Amparo mines in 
Mexico when the mining properties 
were seized by radicals. 

A telegram, dated 1 p. m., yesterday. 
from Consul Satterwhite at Guadala- 
jara informed the department that 
telegraphic advices from Amparo were 
that no Mexican troops, either federal 
or state, had appeared on the scene 
up to yesterday morning. / » 

Contradicts Assurance. 

This report contrasted mith assur- 
ances given yesterday to \the Ameri- 
can charge d'affaires by t Mexican 
acting foreign minister to the effect 
that the military had matters in hand 
and that the “situation” of the Ameri- 
cans at Amparo was “satisfactory.” 

Other reports from Mexico City in- 
dicated that President Calles had per- 
sonally ordered the protection of Amer- 
jican lives and property at the mines. 
| State department officials empha- 
sized that the contradiction between 
the two messages to the department 
might be more apparent than real, 
‘inasmuch as  Satterwhite’s report

EDUCATORS STRESS 
DRY LAW BENEFITS 


W. C. T. U. Is Declared 
“Responsible for Teach- 
ing Scientific Facts Re- 
garding Alcohol.” 


Minneapolis, August 27.—()— 
|Membership awards, speeches stress- 
ing the success of the temperance 
movement and a statement by the au- 
thor of the prohibition law that legal- 
ized beer and light wines would mean 
the ultimate return of whisky and 
the saloon held the attention of the 
National W. C. T. U. convention to- 
day. 

New York was credited with gain- 
ing the greatest number of adult mem- 
bers, Ohio, with the most young wom- 
en under 21, and Oklahoma with the 
largest percentage gain. A pageant 
depicted the addition of 51,840 new 
members which raised the total mem- 
bership in the United States to six 
hundred thousand. 

Wants Strong Liquors. 

Andrew J. Volstead, of Granite 


Falls, Minn., who, as a Minnesota 
congressman, wrote the prohibition 
law, told the delegates that the fa:- 
tion seeking modification ‘does not 
want beer and wine at all, but wants 
strong liquor.” Mr. Volstead is now 
legal adviser of the northwest prohi- 
bition enforcement forces. 

“The opponents of prohibition,” he 
declared, “are working for complete 
repeal of the 18th amendment with 
return of the old saloon, its whisky, 
its brandy and all the other liquor 
and evils which the American people 
have outlawed.”’ 

Extoll Dry Law Benefits. 


Five Minnesota educators extolled 
the benefits of the “dry” law and one, 
J. M. McConnell, state commissioner 
of education, declared the W. C. T. 
U. “is responsible for the widespread 
publie school teaching of scientific 
facts regarding alcohol.” , 

“A new crusade on that point,” he 
declared, “has been undertaken by 
educators, In Minnesota we are re- 
[arranging the curriculum and the W. 
'C. T. U. has given us the material it 
thinks best fitted for their particular 
specialty. We shall soon be teaching 
as a part of our science, our eco- 
nomics, our hygiene those basic facts 
which lead to temperance.”

COTTON ADVANCES 
OU POINTS MORE 


Atlanta Spots Close to 22 
Cents; Further Rise Is 
Expected by Local Trad- 
ers. 


Atlanta spot cotton continued its 
sensational advance Saturday, rising 
60 points, to 21.90; within 10 points 
of 22 cents. The Saturday climb 
marked the continuation of the present 
bull market, which has ruled since the 
short crop report of the government 
on August 8, with but occasional set- 
backs. Since that date cotton in At- 
lanta has climbed 525 points or $26.25 
a bale. 

Continued reports of heavier weevil 
infestation and bad weather, coupled 
with the expectation that spinning sur- 
plus is running low, are factors cred- 
ited with the present advance. Mill 
buying is believed imminent by those 
in clase touch with the market, and 
this factor is providing added impetus 
to the upward trend. 

Unfavorable crop weather, how- 
ever, maintains its position as the 
outstanding factor, since many traders 
cannot see a crop in excess of the gov- 
ernment forecast, and many expect a 
much shorter p. duction. a 

A generally cool and wet August is 
pointed to as indication that weevil 
damage will erceed existing beliefs, 


NEW YORK MARKET 
ADVANCES $3 i BALE. 
New York, August 27.—(4)—Cotton 


prices « ,erienced another sensational 
advance today, rising about $3 to 
$3.50 a bale above Friday’s close. De- 
cember contracts sold at 22.67 cents 
a pound on a general active buying 
movement, based upon further unfavor- 
able reports relative to the crop situ- 
ation. 

Unseasonably low temperature in 
the eastern belt and further showers 
were expected to increase boll weevil 
infestations, while private reports from 
virtually all sections of the belt showed 
general deterioration. 

The Liverpool market was very 
strong, indicating increased anxiety 
abroad. The volume of buying orders 
received during the day readily ab- 
sorbed all available offers. 

Closing quotations were at the top 
of the session and the whole list was 
at new high records for the season 
representing an advance of 27.50 per 
bale since publication of the August 
government crop report a.few weeks 
ago. 


JAPAN PRAYING 
STORK TO BRING 
CROWN PRINCE 


Tokyo, Japan, August 27.—(/)— 
Hoping that the stork would bring a 
boy to the imperial palace, thousands 
of persons were praying today on 
bended knees in front of the palace 
and in temples throughout the em- 
pire. The first imperial child was 
a princess, born in December, 1925. 

A large corps of physicians was in 
attendance on Empress Nagako to- 
day. Bulletins twice daily have pro- 
nounced her condition excellent. 

More than 100 newspapermen have 
stood guard at the palace day and 
night, ready to get the news to their 
papers as quickly as possible. 

As there is imperial mourning for 
the late emperor Yoshihito, no cele- 
bration or parades as usually accom- 
— imperial birth, will be per- 
mitted. 


46,000 EXPECTED

Last Year’s Registration 

Figures Already Sur- 
passed; Sutton Issues 
Instructions. 


Declaring that despite the general 
policy of consolidation and retrench- 
ment made necessary in the Atlanta 
school system for the year 1927-28 en- 
rollment at the opening of school Sep- 
tember 12 will hit the 46,000 mark, 
Willis A. Sutton, superintendent of 
schools, Saturday issued a list of 
registration instructions. 

Registration up until Saturday was 
about 500 in excess of the 45,000 of 
the opening days last year, and if it 
continues at the present rate it will 
be between 1,000. and 1,200 more, it 
was said. 

Sutton’s Statement. 

“Prospects that the enrollment in 
the city schools will show a consider- 
able increase over last year are evi- 
denced by the steady registration 
which has been going on all summer.

PISTOLS MISSING, 
WITNESS ADMITS 


Statement by Mrs. Willis 
That Husband Knew 
Townsend Was Out of 
Hospital Contradicted. 


Willis Investigator 
Once Atlanta Sleuth 


W. W. Rogers, South Caro- 
lina detective, whose investiga- 
tion was largely responsible for 
the arrests of Mrs. Ethel Willis 
and Henry S. Townsend on the 
charge of complicity in the mur- 
der of Sheriff Sam D. Willis, is 
well known in Atlanta, where 
he once lived. 

He was generally known here 
as “Boots” Rogers. He was for 
a time a member of the county 
police force, and later was con- 
nected with a private detective 
agency. While operating in At- 
lanta Rogers was conected with 
the investigation of several noted 
Cases. 


Greenville, S. C., August 27.—() 
Under a bitter fire of cross-examina- 
tion, W. W. Rogers maintained to- 
day that every unexploded clue in 
the midnight slaying of Sheriff Sam 
D. Willis, pointed only to his widow, 
Mrs. Ethel Willis, and to Henry 8. 
Townsend, his deputy and_ closest 
friend, who went on trial here Thurs- 
day for the murder. 

During the detective’s recital in a 
monotone of the trials followed by the 
investigating officers and the subse- 
quent hectic cross-examination con- 
ducted by James H. Price, defense at- 
torney, the frail 31-year-old mother 
of four young daughters, was more 
composed than she had been since 
the trial began) She laughed heartily 
at an interchange between state and 
defense lawyers just hefore adjourn- 
ment. ‘Townsend, robust and red- 
faced, continued to exhiibt the utmost 
nonchalance. 

Rogers, regarded generally as the 
chief investigator in the case, ad- 
mitted during the cross-examination 
that -he did not have the pistols with 
which the 36-year-old sheriff was shot 
down at his garage door a few min- 
utes after midnight on the morning 
of Sunday, June 12. 

Pistols Missing.

REAKY WEATHER 
NEAR COOL MARK 
SET AUGUST, 1871 


Unseasonable Snow and 
Heavy Rains With Low 
Temperature Bring Crop 
Damage. 


New York, August 27.—(4)—An- 
gust, distinguished usually by swelter- 
ing heat or bright, snnshiny days, has 
dumped a load of freaky and unsea- 
sonable weather on the north Atlantic 
states this year. 

Extremely heavy rains, a violent 
storm with wind of high velocity, an 
almost. unprecedented coolness, and 


even snow in one section, has charac- 
terized the entire month. The persist- 
ent subnormal temperature, which lo- 
cally has been about 5 degrees below 
the average for the month, may crack 
a record for August coolness made in 
1871 if it continues over the remain- 
ing few days. 

‘Today was an example of August, 
1927, weather, with a _ report. from 
York, Pa., of snow falling and a tem- 
perature of 48 degrpes above zero, an- 
other from Rochester, N. Y., report- 
ing the coldest August 27 since 1922, 
with a minimum of 51 degrees, and 
still others from other sections, all 
echoing the identical refrain of crop 
damage by low temperatures and road 
destruction from heavy rainge’ 

The unseasonable weather, however, 
has not been widely distributed. 
Northern Atlantic states have borne 
the brunt of it, according to weather 
reports. Corn, beans and potatoes 
and other crops have suffered in Con- 
necticut. In Massachusetts and Rhode 
Island roads have been damaged by 
heavy rains. Boston reports only one 
fair day in the past week. 


Radio Barred 
In Churches 
By Catholics 


Organ of Vatican Assails 
Broadcasting of. Present- 
Day Programs. 


Rome, Angust 27.—()—Certain 
phases of radio broadctsing as at pres- 
ent practiced are decried by the Os- 
servatore Romano, official organ of 
the vatican. High prelates in Italy, 
Spain, Austria, Holland and Czecho- 
Slovakia, it says, have taken a stand 
against the broadcasting. of programs 
conducive to habits and practices 
frowned upon by the church. 

In Lombardy the installation of ra- 
dio sets in churches or buildings in 
any. way connected with churches had 


been forbidden. 
this example soon will be followed in 
Spain and other countries. Placing 
of antennae on churches hzs_ been 
banned in Czecho-Slovakia. 

The principal counts in the indict- 
ment of present radio broadcasting 
are: It is devoted primarily to stim- 
ulating jazz dancing and bad habits 
in general; it lends itself more to 
spreading cheap, vulgar, immoral, 
rather than good music; it causes 
waste of time by creating the habit 
of listening in for hours every day. 

On the other hand, the church 

realizes that the radio has great pos- 
sibilities for educational and moral 
purposes. 
“What could be more useful or beau- 
tiful as a means of education than 
the broadcasting of the voices of the 
chiefs of governments or the ministers 
of God—faith, civilization—to distant 
people otherwise unable to hear them,” 
writes Father Paolini.in the Osserva- 
tore Romano. He urges creation of 
more church broadcasting stations, 
many of which are already in ex- 
istence.

Dr. H. C. Hill, divorced husband 
of the murdered woman and father 
of Harry, on that day had taken the 
body to Springfield for burial.

Hill had numerous relatives near 
Springfield and they were gathered 
at the cemetery near the capital for 
the last rites. None of them saw the 


fugitive, none of them dreamed he 
would be anywhere near. But the 
next night when Dr. Hill had returned 
to Decatur he was accosted by a man 
whose name is being kept secret. 
“Warry is in Springfield,” the stranger* 
said. “He wants you to come to see 
him. You are to come alone and he 
will meet you at 3 o'clock in 
morning near the Wabash station.” 
Dr. Hill did not altogether trust 
this emissary of his son. He had 
been specifically instructed not to 
bring a policeman with him, but he 
did. He told Chief Robb and they 
went to Springfield together, Chief 
Robb remaining in an_ automobile 
while Dr. Hill wandered about wait- 
ing for Harry, who did ‘not come. 
Chief Robb said he learned later from 
the “stranger” that’ Harry went te . 
Springfield from Chieage when he 
read that his mother’s body had been 
discovered and was to be taken home 
to her birthplace. . 
Springfield Searched.

I take my own craft first because 
it has been singularly impotent in its 
leadership in the south. Ownership 


'of many of the largest and most in- 


fluential newspapers in the south has 
been lodged for years in Bourbon and 
reactionary hands, Policies long since 
trodden under foot by the civil war, 
fetishes long since outworn by the 
people of the svuth and threadbare 
customs have been continued and re- 
hashed by many suvuthern newspapers 
for years. There is the vague feeling 
that a people kept in ignorance of the 
pulsing tide of new life on the outside 
will be more content to live and work 
in the south. There bas been a feel- 
ing that new doctrines, new methods 
and new ideas would “hurt business.” 
Sduthern newspapers have not been 
plain-spoken enough. Fear of public 
sentiment, fear of the counting room, 
have ruled too long. Walter Hines 
Page used to say that public opinion 
was feared too much in the south but 
when a man of courage approached 
it, it vanished like a wraith. Nothing 
in years has caused me such gratifica- 
tion as to: find recently that The Bir- 
mingham Age-Herald last month at 
the height of its crusade against flog- 
ging in Alabama, supposedly an un- 
popular campaign, increased its ad- 
vertising lineage 34 per cent. What 
is there to fear when a newspaper 
follows its conscience?

The political stagnation of the 
south furnishes a clear case against 


the lawyers. They largely control the 
polities of their communities, despite 
the isolated instances where the yoke 
of the bar has been thrown off, 


The work of a lawyer is governed 
largely by precedents, No other pro- 
fession, except fesearch work which 


‘has to do with delving inte the dusty 


path, lives quite so much in the yes- 
terdays. ‘The impulse of new thought 
and new ideas rarely penetrates the 
mind of the lawyer, He is the born 
Bourbon. 


He takes this conservatism into pol- 
ities and it is reflected in the politi- 


cal life of a thousand southern towns 
and hamlets. Generally, too, he is the 
retained attorney tor some local in- 
terest which at times may have mat- 
ters in conflict with the public good. 
Human nature being what it is, one 
sees what is bound to happen. Fre- 
quently the lawyer goes to his state 
legislature with these’ same interests 
close to his heart. Most state legisla- 
tures generally end in a snarl and a 
fight when the interests of the clients 
of the lawyer-members begin to con- 
flict. The diagnosis is uneseapable to 
anyone familiar with the workings of 
such bodies.

The case against the bankers. is 

even more clearly defined. In many

Race Prejudice in the South. 
(Mr. Sam W. Small, Washington

Editor of The Forum: 

That there is race prejudice against 
the negro among the southern people 


needs neither confession nor apology. 
It has existed since the negro came | 
us and will persist while 
whites and negroes dwell side by side 
in a southern environment. VPath- | 
ology can not diagnose it and psy- 
chology can not overcome it. And 
there is no indication of insanity in 
it, as was claimed by Edward Frank- 
lin Frazier in the June Forum. The 
psychogenesis of it is instinctive race 
repulsion and the function of it is 
the in'.ibition of inter-racial social 
equality. If one probes that prejudice 


anywhere from the Potomac to the 
Rio del Norte he will find the 
ix enmity to social equality. All else 
about it is husk.

Constitutional, legal, and _ political 
equality of the races are now normal 
acceptances by the southern whites. 
But anything tefding to set up any 
form of social equality of the races. 
at once arouses elemental resistance 
and that resistance can be forced even 
unto blood. 


The contention that race prejudice 
is the cause of negro disfranchisement 


in the southern states is wholly un- 
tenable. There is not in the consti- 
tution or the electoral laws of any 
state in the south a shred of discrimi- 
nation against the negro as a voter. 


The lynching in the south of more 
negroes than whites is preferred as 


proof of race prejudice having a psv- 
chosis of insanity. That theory is 
ridiculous. A lynching that would be 
an act of insanity would be a guilt- . 
less act: but a lynching is never any- 
where an act of insanity. The writer, 
during a newspaper career of more 
than half a century, has witnessed 
and reported five mob lynchings in 
the south. Two of the victims were 
white and three were negroes. In 
each case, the mob pulsed with a com- 
mon feeling of intolerable outrage and 
acted with the common purpose to 
execute an earned penalty without 
awaiting the leaden-footed operation 
of the community's legal machinery. 
Lynching anywhere in our country is 
criminal and indefensible. ‘That more 
Ivnchings occur in ¢he south than in 
other regions is true. The facet is ob- 
viously explicable. * In the south more 
negroes commit crimes that incite 
mobs and thea negroes that are Iynched 
are executed because of their crimes, 
and not because of their color. 
Again, the denouncers of race prej- 
udice among southern whites might 
enlighten popular understanding hy 
explaining this paradox, to wit: We 
are told that southern race prejudice 
“paces the floor and curses” when it 
is proposed to appropriate public 
money to negro schools, yet in the

PREVENTION OF THE CRI. 

When one layman describes his in-| 
ness or indisposition to another iay- 
man or even to a doctor as a “cold,” 
a friendly critic assures me, the other 
layman or the doctor generally knows 
what is meant. Likewise with “rbeu- 
matism.” Of course, if the doctor 
wishes to obscure his meaning by 
adorning his diagnosis with technical 
terms and phrases he may readily 
confuse the layman but then neither 
can any one else understand except 
another doctor. So why waste time 
and effort quibbling over terms? A 
cold or rheumatism by another name 
is just as bad. As long as the lay 
public is lay, my friend goes on, why 
try to teach the public a little about 
medical terms—a phrase here and 
there, a trifle of learning about one 
wr two medical matters is more dan- 
gerous than no learning at all. In 
my own column recently I reminded 
readers that a little learning is a 
dangerous thing. 

While my friend pauses for breath’ 
may I not say that i have rather less 
respect for names or words than this 
good critic has. It is not the name 
—_ give your iudisposition or illness, 

ut the idea you convey by the name 
you give it, that I am concerned 
about. It would seem fair and reason- 
able enough to call any indisposition 
or illness one might have a “cold” 
if one meant to deal with it unaided 
by medical advice, and if one conscien- 
tiously remained isolated from con- 
tact with other persons, and if one 
harbored no childish notions about the 
dangers of cold air, open windows, 
drafts, dampness and the like, 

But where is the layman, or even 
the doctor for that matter, who is so 
conacientious and so free from erratic 
beliefs as that?

Nitrogen Fertilizers and 
the Acidity of the Soil 


Editor Constitution: In your edi- 
torial of Sunday, August 21, on “The 
Nitrate Industry,” reference was made 
to a report of the Prussian minister 
of agriculture at a meeting of the 
agricultural commission in Berlin in 
1926, to the effect that, “Evfdently the 
artificial nitrate does not achieve the 
same results as the natural product.” 
This report bas been quite generally 
misquoted to show that the synthetic 
nitrogen fertilizers produce a marked 
souring of the soil. 


The origin of fertilizers per se, 
whether natural salts, by-products 
compounds or direct primary products, F 
has no connection with their effect in 
increasing or. decreasing soil acidity. 
There are three classes of nitrogen 
fertilizers on the market, namely, (1) 
nitrate salts, which leave an alkaline 
residue in the soil; (2) ammonia salts, 
which usually leave an acid residue, 
and (3) neutral salts and organic ma- 
terials which leave no permanent resi- 
due in the soii. 


In the first class are the synthetic 
calcium nitrate or nitrate of lime, 
which leaves a residue of lime that is 
beneficial as a plant food and also in 
destroying acidity; the synthetic ni- 
trate of soda, and the “natural” ni- 
trate of soda from Chile, which leaves 
a residue of the alkaline element 
sodium, “ 

In the second class we have the syn- 
thetic sulphate of ammonia; by-prod- 
uct sulphate of ammonia, synthetic 
ammonium-sulphate-nitrate (known as 
leunasalpeter); ammonium chloride, 
and ammonium phosphate. The first 
two leave a residue of sulphate; the 
third a sulphate residue equal to half 
that of the first; the fourth a resi- 
due of chlorides, and the fifth a resi- 
due of phosphate.

or value of the nitrogen, each of the 
materials in any one class have a simi- 
lar effect and action. Any observable 
differences in the practical agricul- 
tural value within a given class is 
due to the comparative solubility of 
the nitrogen, or to the other lements 
with which the nitrogen is combined. 
In this respect agriculturists and ag- 
ricultural chemists are agreed that 
the synthetic or “artificial” nitrogen 
fertilizers are equal in value to the 
“natural” materials. 

Field experiments and practical 
farm experience have shown that soil 
and crop conditions exist for which 
each of these three classes of nitrogen 
fertilizers is best adapted, With re- 
spect to the ammonia type of ma- 
terials, the amount of limestone re- 
quired to neutralize the acidity is not 
more than the amounts of these ferti- 
lizers applied. In view of the lower 
cost of the nitrogen, this does not 
prove burdensome to the farmer. 

Since the synthetic nitrogen ferti- 
lizers include urea, a neutral ma- 
terial leaving no residue; calcium ni- 
trate, leaving a residue of lime, and 
also nitrate of soda, as well as the 
combinations of ammonia with mineral] 
acids, it is manifestly incorrect to 
ascribe the characteristics of a single 
class of materials to the entire group 
of synthetic nitrogen fertilizers.

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Atlanta Schools Are Best 


P “Atlanta has the best school system 
in the entire south in comparison with 
its population.” 


This statement was made Satur- 
day by Dr. R. M. Eubanks, president 
of the Atlanta board of education, 
who has just returned to the city after 
a three weeks’ vacation tour of the 
south, during which he inspected edu- 
cational facilities and methods of 
Dixie’s leading cities. 

“I do not mean to say say that 

anta’s physical advantages alone 
of her curricula alone entitle her to 
the claim of the best system, but I 
do mean to say that taken collectively 
in comparison with other southern 
cities, she stands preeminently to the 
front,”’ Dr. Eubanks said. 


“We must have additional operating 
revenue from some source in order to 
cope with the increasing army of chil- 
dren who we are responsible for edu- 
cating. This has been the verdict. of 
leading educators for the past several 
years, and ‘it_is just as true now as 
it ever has been. Administration of 
the bond funds will afford only tem- 
porary relief, and soon we shall be 
faced again with the necessity of re- 
lieving the congestion of a_ rapidly 
growing institution with another bond 
issue. 

“Our annual incomé also must be 
increased. Cost of school operation is 
increasing far in excess of our receipts, 


j and some means to meet this situation 


must be evolved soon. Many south- 
ern cities are pouring money into edu- 
cational coffers, and Atlanta is not 
spending her commensurate portion 
of money in this manner. We have a 
good curriculum, a splendid teaching 
personnel, and reasonably good hous- 
ing facilities. But we will lag behind 
if we are forced to adopt a policy‘ of 
retrenchment due to lack of finances. 
The time has come when we must 
make some changes and spend adequate 
sums in education of the youth of the 
south’s metropolis. 

“We will lose many of our most 
proficient and valued teachers this 


fall due to a general exodus on ac- 


‘count of uncertain financial arrange- 


ments which the system faces this 
fall. I hope that the number will be 
relatively small and believe it will 
since the teaching staffs have dispay- 
ed a keen sense of ‘loyalty to the sys- 
tem.” 

Dr. Eubanks visited Birmingham, 
Fort Worth, Dallas, New Orleans, and 
other leading southern towns. He 
also surveyed educational facilities in 
Tennessee, Mississippi and Oklahoma.

Atlanta’s Ace

Ties Own Record of 67 on 
First Round of Evans 
Match.

Minneapolis, August 27.—(AP) 
Bobby Jones today won the na- 
tional amateur golf championship 
fer the third time in four years, 
bowling over the last obstacle in 
his path, the veteran Chick Evans, 
8 up and 7 to go. 

To defeat the Chicago player, the 
Atlantan, who recently won the 
British open championship with a rec 
ord-breaking 285, clubbed the Mini- 
kahda course into complete submis- 
sion, scoring a 67, five under par in 
the morning round, when he had 
Fivans six down, and stepping out in 
the afternoon when he seemed for a 
time to have lost his fine touch, in 
38. one over par, for the first nine. 

Going to the 29th green seven down 
and eight to play. Chick had a short 
putt for a half which -vould have left 
the match dormie. It was raining 
and the 12th hole was nearly 400 
yards away so no ore, not even the 
loser, seemed to mind when Chick 
suddenly walked over to Bobby and 
congratulated him. 

The gallery for a few minutes did 
not know what to make o this as 
Fivane had not putted, but he had 
used up a stroke by inadvertently 
moving his ball as he tock his stance. 

Looked Good in Defeat. 

The game Evans looked good in de- 
feat for he made a golf match of it in 
the afternoon. after he had gone to 
iuncheon six holes behind He knew 
that no man, could come from six 
holes back to win from Hobby Jones, 
but he kept trying and at one time in 
the afternoon round had cut the lead 
to four holes, getting two back in 
the first five holes of the afternoon. 

However, after the 24th was halved, 
Hobby won the next three and started 
out on the last nine with his greatest 
advantage of the match. The 28th was 
halved with poor fives when both 
players needed three putts and the

crisis is not recognizable from a distance. -}t may be a “break.” It may 
be a misplay on the part of an opponent and many times it is just the 
winning of a hole when the winner is behind, 


In Thursday’s Constitution, Whitner Cary, staff corre- 
spondent, in his story of the Jones-McCarthy match placed his 
finger on the crisis of the tournament for Bob Jones. It came 
at the thirteenth green. 


Whitner’s word picture of the situation carries more than a. hint 
of genius and shows keen insight into the ‘‘interior” of the game. We 
reproduce those three paragraphs which stand forth as an exampfe ot 
inspired golf writing and keen insight: 


‘‘Long Bobby studied that putt. Carefully he walked along 
the line removing here and there the slightest little thing that 
might throw the ball off its course.

Dempsey concluded his first week of 
training at Lincoln fields today with 
another session of the gloves, the third 
he has engaged in since opening his 
camp at the racing plant last Monday. 

Working under the watehful cye 
of Leo P. Flynn, the old fox of 
Fistinna, Dempsey faced three spar- 
ring partners for a round each and 
was hitting with precision and power. 
He looked better than on any previous 
workout and finished fresh and strong. 


A crowd of about 400 saw the for- 
mer world’s champion exercise in pub- 
lic for the first time. The decision to 
close the gates to the public and work 
before newspapermen only was re- 
versed with the result that the pub- 
lic was admitted at an xudmission 
price of $1.10. Manager Flynn said 
bo again. to- 
morrow with the prospects that a 
crowd of 1,000 or more would make 
the 35-mile trip to see Dempsey wal- 
lop his sparring mates. 

K. Christner, Pete Wistort, a 
new heavyweight from South Chicago. 
and Bennie Krueger, the German 
heavyweight, traded socks with Demp- 
sey today, and,each was belted about 
during the three rounds the former 
titleholder kept pegging away. with 
the big heavy gloves. Christner put 
up such a. feeble resistarce against 
Dempsey that he was released from 
the staff of sparring mates. He was 
so frightened by Dempsey’s scowl and 
vicious punches that he no longer had 
any value for boxing. 

Westort, a protege of Johnny, 
Coulon, one time world’s bantam- 
weight champion, did fairly well 
against Dempsey. Manager Flynn 
thinks he will turn out to be a valu- 
able camp mate. 

Krueger was on the receiving end 
as usual, but the German warrior is 
big and healthy and did not seem to 
mind his leathering.

No golfer ever dominated a field 
as Jones has dominated the golfers 
at Minikahda. On three consecutive 
days, playing against three well-known 
and efficient golfers, Jimmy Johnston, 


Francis Ouimet and Chick Evans, 


Jones was not even closely pressed. 
He defeated Johnston 9 and 8, Ouimet 
11 and 10 and Evans 8 and 7. 

Against all three of these players 
Jones had morning rounds. under 70. 
He was 68 against Johnston, 69 
against Ouimet and 67 against vans. 

No player could have stood up 
against such golf as this and these 
three famous players found them- 
selves left far. behind. One of 
the writers here estimated’ that 
Jones was 16 under par for the num- 
ber of holes something like 222, play- 
ed in the British open at St. Andrews 
and the rounds at Minikahda. 

Jones’ first nine this morning con- 
tained five three and four fours for a 
total of 31.

He was a member of 
the 1921 American team which won 
the international cup back from Eng- 
land, and of the 1924 team, success- 
ful defenders. 

Malcolm Stevenson was born in 
1887, and began playing polo at the 
age of 19. In 1907 he became an ac- 
tive member of the Meadow Brook 
club. He was a substitute on several 
earlier American teams, and in 1924 
was selected as No. 3. He played 
through seven and a half periods when 
he was thrown and injured. His place 
was taken for the rest of that game 
and the second by Strawbridge.

Chicago, August 27.—Although 
everyone legitimately concerned 
favors 15 rounds’‘as the limit of 
the forthcoming fight for the 
world’s heavyweight champion- 
ship, the matter is not to be 
settled as easily as all that. 

There is quite a little audible 
opposition to extending the limit 
an additional five rounds, the 
present law providing only for 10- 
round fights. Here, as in New 
York, persons who have no legiti- 
mate concern with the business of 
fisticuffs invariably have more to 
say about the sport than those 
most closely connected with if. 

And say it they do, loudly and 
frequently. 

Outsiders unwittingly provide 
as much ballyhoo for a big fight 
as folks who have a spot cash in- 
terest in it. ‘Tex Rickard long 
ago discovered the truth of that. 

It Seems, However. 

But in this instance. those. who 
disapprove of prize fighting—-that 
most Inerative of sports which is 
bringing its incidental millions to 
Chicago—are blocking an effort to 
have the limit for the Dempsey- 
Tunney affair set at 15 rounds. 

It would seem only common 
sense that if Dempsey, Tunney, 
Rickard and the fans who are 
paying for the tickets all unani- 
mously decided upon 15 rounds 
rather than 10, a - longer fight 
might be arranged. 

There would always be a very 
good chance of Mr. Tunney stop- 
ping Mr. Dempsey early in the 
fight, but the 15-round 
would be there in case both men 
kept on their feet and no pro- 
tecting cups were dented. 

Jack Likes. 

Dempsey favors 15 rounds be- 
cause he no longer is a quick 
starter. He is not a quick finish- 
er, either, unless a_ stupid big 
Luthuanian opponent starts a 
conversation with the referee and 
forgets to keep on guard. 

Tunney wants 15 rounds be- 
cause he will have just that much 
more time to whip Dempsey. 

Riekard. of course, favors 15 
rounds because he knows it will 
be a more attractive proposition 
to any potential customer than a 
shorter bout would be. And the 
folks who are laying it on the line, 
from the $5 boys to the $40 
swells, want as much for their 
money as they can get. Which is 
little enough in the fight business, 
these days.

ROYAL “AIR TRUCK” 
FLIGHT SUCCESS; 
COMES HERE SOON 


Flying on schedule and attracting 
attention throughout its journey, the 
workl’s first air deliyery truck has 
completed its initial trip, from Hart- 
ford, Conn., to Havana, Cuba. The 
plane carried a cargo of 196 portable 
typewriters from the Hartford factory 
of the Royal Typewriter company to 
that firm’s Havana agency and made 
several deliveries en route. In some 
cases, these deliveries were made with- 
out landing, by means of a new para- 
chute attachment which permits de- 
livery of packages of typewriters from 
the air, while the plane is traveling 
one, hundred miles per hour.

the project failed. “ General Forrest returned to his home in Memphis, 


broken in health and fortune, to die four years later. 


But before he died 


he made the prediction that sometime someone would take up his work 
where he left off and complete the railroad. 
It was, however, many years before General Forrest’s railroad was 


completed. 


It was not until this year that James M. Kurn, president cf 


the St. Louis-San Francisco Railroad, which is popularly known as the 


Frisco, decided to build the road. 
true a half century after his death. 


To Be Completed in 1928. 

The road, which will be com- 
pleted in the fall of 1928, is now 
being built along the survey made 
* by General Forrest. He had _ se- 
cured the right of way, issued se- 
curities and made contracts when 
the project went bankrupt. Forrest 
worked for three years on the road. 

Now Mr. Kurn, with a genius 
for railroading as fine as that of 
Forrest for brilliant calvary ma- 
neuvers, is completing it to give 
the Frisco an outlet to the Gulf. 
It is, by the way, one of the largest 
new construction jobs undertaken 
by any American railroad since 
before the World War. 

it is not, however, Kurn's first 
big job in his 657 years of active 
and useful life. He was born— 
actually—in a railroad _ station! 
His father was station gent at 


Mt. Clements, Mich., for the Grand 
Trunk line. The family lived over 
the railroad station and the first 
sound to reach Jim Kurn’s baby 
ears was the clatter of a Morse 
telegraph instrument. 

Became Railroad Man, Naturally. 

It was quite natural that young 
Kurn having been born in a rail- 
road’ atmosphere, became a rail- 
road man. KRefore he Was seven 
vears of age he was able to send 
messages over the telegraph wire 
Which his father had extended to 
the living quarters upstairs. It 
is a tradition on the Frisco that he 
first picked up telegraphy so as to 
be able to telegraph up from the 
station below to ask hjs mother 
for @ sandwich. 

When Jimmy Kurn was 13 years 
old, the family moved away from 
the old station house and went to 
West Branch, Mich., where Jimmy 
got his first job It was messen- 
ger boy for the Western Union 
Telegraph Company at $5 a month: 
Meantime, at the telegraph office 
and the rilroad station he per- 
fected himself in the Morse code 

When he was 14 years old, Jimmy 
Kurn did a daring thing. Perhaps

General Forrest’s dream is coming 


for the next three years. Then he 
got a fever to go west. His par- 
ents tried to dissuade him from 
this resolution but they finally 
gave in. He went to Chicago and 
got a job as night operator with 
the Pekin & Southwestern at Mills- 
dale, lil, a station about 60 miles 
west of Chicago, at $45 per month. 
The Santa Fe railroad bought that 
road in a few months and Kurn 
then got a job with the Santa Fe 
at Topeka, Kansas, at $60 per 
month as telegraph operator in the 
chief dispatcher’s office. 

A short while later, in 1893, Kurn 
got his first promotion: and became 
train dispatcher at $100 per month. 
Considering his youth and the buy- 
ing power of the dollar at that 
time, it was a good job But he 
wasn’t satisfied to stay in that 
job. He didn’t go about mouth- 
ing his discontent but he planned 
to step up higher. 

He stepped up five years later 
when he became train dispatcher 
at Emporia at a salary of $125 
per month. You see, he was get- 
ting pretty far west by this time 
and his next jump was still further. 
He was transferred to Colorado 
Springs in 1900 and then in a few 
weeks he became chief dispatcher 
for the Santa Fe at Pueblo at 
$140 per month.

Gulf of Mexico. 

The new link of the Frisco runs 
from Aberdeen, Miss, to Kim- 
brough, Ala. It will connect at 


Kansas City and at distant points 
in Oklahoma and Texas but the 
road was “short-hauling” Itself be- 
cause it had to turn all export con- 
signments over to another rosd for 
delivery. 

Mr. Kurn visualises a great trade 
with South America to clear 
through the Guif ports. “Linking 
up the Gulf ports with railroads 
means that the manufacturers of 
the South and Middle West wiil 
have the transportation facilities 
which will enable them to get this 
great and growing business,” sa‘d 
Mr: Kurn. The new construction 
is also of importance to the West 
because it helps to open up fur- 
ther the great coal fields of Ala- 
bama which, at the present rate 
of consumption, will continue for 
at least 390 years to come while 
those of many other sections are 
estimated to last only about 230

“One of the worst problems of 
the railroads is the continued in- 
crease in taxes. However, this is 
not a problem which is confined 
to the South by any means and it 
is not a problem which the rali- 
roads alone have to meet 

“The earnings of the Frisco show 
that the South is forging steadily 
ahead. The South ought to re- 
cover fully from the flood within 
a year. It was a big job for the 
railroads to aid in the rescue 
work. The Frisco loaned 1,400 
freight cars for refugees to live 
in during the flood and, of course, 


iwe did not make a charge for this. 
| We also transported all the people 
and supplies without charge The 
Frisco loss was about $450,000, 
which was relatively small.” 

» Once his mind was made up te 
build the new ratiroad, Mr- Kurn 
plunged into the job in the two- 
fisted fashion which characterizes 
him. The Frisco is spending $21,- 
000,000 for roadway, structures and 
newgequipment in 1927. More than 
nine million dollars of this is going 
for the new line from Aberdeen 
to Kimbrough and for rehabilil- 
tating the present line of the Mus- 
cle Shoals, Birmingham & Pensa- 
cola which the Frisco bought.

Near Tenth Street; Has 
Frontage of 440 Feet. 


Following purchase of a large tract 
of land on Spring street, just north 
of Tenth street, Fred Patterson, own- 
er of the H. M. Patterson & Son 
undertaking establishment, announced 


Saturday that plans for erecting 2 
handsome mortuary on the site are 
now under consideration. 

The property, h:ving a frontage 
of 440 feet on Spring street and 
extending back 185 feet, was bought 
by Mr. Patterson for a total con- 
ney il of $52,000. It represents 
a joint sale on the part of three 
distinct owners, Morris Brandon and 
John A. Hynds; estate of J. W. Gold- 
smith, and Rosenfelt and Kent, The 
southern boundary of the parcel is 
135 feet north of Tenth street. The 
large frontage, facing one of Aftlan- 
ta’s most rapidly developing thorough- 
fares, brought an average of $118 per 
foot. The purchase is considered in 
real estate circles as an unusually 
good pick-up, prices in neral rang- 
ing considerably higher in that sec- 
tion. 

In stating that he was considering 
converting the site into one of the 
most modern and complete mortuar- 
jes in the south, Mr. Patterson ex- 
plained that his business has out- 

rown the building now occupied at 
56 North Forsyth street. Another 
factor making it desirable to move 
into a new location is the traffic con- 
gestion on Forsyth street, while con- 
siderable economy could be effected 
through use of the valuable down- 
town property for other purposes, 
Mr. Patterson said. 


Founded in 1880, 


If the move now being considered 
is carried out, it will mark another 
step in progress of the Patterson con- 
cern corresponding with the growth 
of the city. In 1880 Mr. Patterson’s 
father established the first location, 
at 16 Lloyd atreet, now known as 
Central avenue. He moved from that 
place in 1896 to 32 Peachtree street, 
which is now occupied by the Bon- 
ita theater. From there the concern 
was moved into its present location, 
at 06 North Forsyth street, That was 
23 years ago, and at a time when 
the only other buildings of any con- 
sequence on North Forsyth street were 
the Grant building and the city hall, 
then the old postoffice.

Copper Useless, 
Scientist Avers 
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New York, August, 27. —(P)\—Re- | 


cause of the mistaken belief of “many ' 
otherwise competent scientists” that 
the hardening of copper is a lost | 


art, thousands of dollars are wasted ' 
annually, and some persons devote 
their whole lives to trying to redis- 
cover an art that is hardly worth 
finding even if it were lost, the Cop- 
per and Brass Research association 
said today. 

“The tragedy,” asserts a paper on 
the subject prepared by William G. 
Schneider, metallurgist4of the associa- 
tion, oecurs when these experimentors 
have evolved a hard copper, they next | 
endeavor to find. some use for it and | 
then learn that, unless it has some 
special properties, no market exists.” 

The matallurgist said that while it | 
is possible to make scissors, knives | 
and other cutting tools of hardened | 
copper, such implements under ordi-| 
nary conditions offer no advantages , 
over tools made of steel. Occasionally. ' 
however, it ia necessary to use copper | 
or bronze tools such as the bronze | 
knives used in powder plants. where | 
sparks must be avoided. | 

Schneider said that the ancients 
had two methods of hardening copper |

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PARLEY WILL OPEN 


-Washington, August 27.—(P)— 
A three-day conference between the 
royal customs. commission of Ganada 
and representatives of the state and 
justice departments, prohibition, 
coast guard and customs services will 
begin here Monday to discuss prob 
lems of law enforcement, especially 
in relation to prohibition, on the in- 
ternational boundary. 

While the operation of the treaty 
of 1924 mainly on the suppression of 
liquor smuggling will be one of the 


‘principal subjects discussed, a rear- 


rangement of customs stations and 
ports of entry will be an important 
phase of the meeting as observers of 
both governments feel the stations 
should be joined, instead of scattered 
along the border. 

The international border, particu- 
larly in the vicinity of Detroit, is re- 
garded by government officials as 
presenting a serious law enforcement 
situation. 

Before Assistant Secretary Low- 
man succeeded General Andrews, the 
latter had perfected plans for a fight 
on smuggling of liquor, narcotics, and 
aliens, which trained the guns\of the 
coordinated customs, coast guard and 
prohibition services on‘law violators. 

The principal contraband smuggled 

across the line is whisky, *but this by 
no means goes “on a one-way street,” 
Lowman declared* today. While thon- 
sands of cases are smuggled into this 
country, he said, American rum-run- 
ners also are very active in export- 
ing alcohol to Canada. Liquor is 
manufactured illicitly across the bor- 
der and peddled at a figure which en- 
ables them to undersell the Canadian 
whisky dealer who must pay a gov- 
ernment tax, he pointed out. 
_ Members of the Canadian commis- 
sion include Chief Justice James 
Thomas Brown, of Saskatchewan, of 
the King’s bench ; Justice William 
Henry Wright of the supreme court 
of Ontario; Judge Ernest Roy of the 
Quebec superior court.

The United States is inviting eco- 
nomic hari kari in its failure to prop- 
erly appraise the value of modernly- 
built highways and carry forward 
such an intensive program of con- 
struction within this generation as will 
adequately remedy this situation. 

It is putting the cart before the 
horse in failing to’ keep the road 
building program in advance of the 
increase in highway transport. 

These two indictments, but accom- 
panied by suggestions of a practical 
character as to how extreme penalties 
may be avoided, were returned by 
Pr. S. M. Johnson, chairman of the 
National Good Roads board of the 
American Motorists association, at the 
dinner meeting of the A. M. A. at the 
Washington hotel, Wednesday evening, 
August 24.

_ Expanding his views along this line, 
Dr. Johnson pointed out that if, for 
example, the tax should be fixed at 
five cents a gallon. the inevitable re- 
sult would be a speeding up of road 
building. programs for the reason that 
any motorist given the choice of travel- 
ing either over 100 miles of the im- 
peoves road, at an increased cost of 
ut twenty-five cents for gas, or the 
same distance over unimproved roads, 
would instantly decide in favor of 
the former. Particularly would this 
be true, he added. when it was realiz- 
ed @hat the saving in gas and oil, 
alone, would overcome the extra tax, 
without taking into consideration the 
added comfort and health provided by 
a hard, smooth, dustless highway. 
“More y ve alana funds made arvail- 
able for highway building purposes 
would,” in the opinion of Dr. John- 
son, “spell the employment of con- 
tractors with more up-to-date equip- 
ment and other facilities, in prefer- 
ence to the smaller, poorly equipped 
and less experienced builders, a pos- 
sible saving of several thousand dol- 
lars a mile, and materially increase 


prosperity over a wide area.” 

Summing up, ‘Dr. Johnson urged ade- 
quate appropriations, federal and 
state, the twenty-four hour day in 
road building, and “action without de. 
lay under such appropriations, as im- 
peded wheels are costing more than 
we 3 difference between good roads and 
ad, 


In closing, a moral was pointed by 
Dr. Johnson in connection with the 
almost 100 per cent service which 
the railroads. are giving, suvgescije 
that a. capital investment of manv 
millions was made by the latter in 
providing an economic track before 
the rolling stock over it was put into 
operation. The United States, how- 
ever, he asserted, “has reversed this 
in its highway program, with appall- 
ing depreciation and operating costs 
as a result with respect to roads. and 
with highway rolling stock efficiency 
reduced to less than 40 per cent.” —

creasing prosperity, Dr. Johnson sug- 
iP ay Fo owing:

“Practically every motorist today 
knows the importance of proper infla- 
tion, care of cuts, and avoiding run. 
ning against the curb or in ruts,”

Fisk branch, “but few realize what, 
an important part the brakes play in 


the life of tires. 

“Poorly adjusted brakes are. the 
enuse of many tire failures that come 
to my attention: within the @ourse of 
a month,” points out Mr. Cunning- 
“When brakes are not prop- 
erly adjusted, the wheel having the 
tightest “brake band locks first when 
brake is applied. The locked 
wheel slides along the road, grinding 
the tire tread. Continued driv- 
with brakes unevenly adjusted 
one tire out all too soon.” 

Often the driver is unaware that 
his brakes are not adjusted correct- 
ly until the tire shows wear. To be 
ment, Mr. Cunningham recommends 
two tests to be applied: 

Jack up the wheels and set both the 
upper and lower adjustments so that 
the wheels just run free with the 
off.

Under its guarantees citizens are protected in those rights 
that men have fought for and won through the years: through those 
years when government was the oppressor and not the protector of 
the plain citizen. The blessings of justice, domestic tranquility and 
liberty have been inherited by the people, and like other things that 
come without effort, zre generally lightly regarded. We accept the 
benefits flowing from the constitution as a matter of course and rarely 
if ever recur to those fundamental principles of free government that 
cannot be too well understood. 

With all the benefits the constitution cannot be considered fixed 
and permanent as the Stars: a document final and complete beyond 
the need of vigilant support. Within the last few days the country 
was Startled by attacks made on its institutions by foreigners who 
seem unable to understand our principles of government. These peo- 
ple coming from countries where justice is arbitrary seem not to un- 
derstand anything but force, and interpret deliberate efforts to admin- 
ister justice as weakness. Fortunately the citizens of Georgia are 
generally of old American stock with a background that enables them 
to understand and appreciate free government, this however, carries 

‘ith it the obligation to see that the institutions founded on constitu- 
tional government from reflection and choice and not by accident or 
political expediency, are fostered and preserved.

F and you never will. Yet 
2 there: is much of loveliness 
=~ in this narrow basin of arid 
upland between the White mountains 
and the Sierra Nevada. At sundown 
when the purple shadows of the Sier- 
ran buttes march across it, and their 
white peaks bite into the indigo sky 
like jagged teeth, the air is so clear 
that you can see the sunset glow on 
the snow-covered crest of Old Baldy, 
200 miles to the south, and the silence 
so deep that you. can hear the ticking 
of a watch at 200 paces. 


Through a bowlder strewn rift in 
the White mountains an old Indian 
trail leads into the vale of the Pana- 
mints, and thence across Death Val- 
lev. skirting the treacherous quick- 
sands of the Armagosa, and winding 
its tortuous primeval path through the 
steel blue ramparts of the Funeral 
range into the heart of the Ute coun- 
try of southern Nevada. For cen- 
turies untold, long before the Nort':- 
men spun their sagas by the shores ot 
the Baltic sea, the red man’s mocca- 
sined feet trod this sterile trai to 
stalk the Big Horn sheep on the Sier- 
Fan snow passes and to challenge the 
mighty grizzly in the dark ptne-clad 
canyons that rive the eastern wall of 
this loftiest range of continental 
America. 

For generations after the first pil- 
grim placed timorous foot on Ameri- 
can soil this great land lay untouched 
undisturbed, except by the wandering 
tribes of the Shoshones, of which 
the Utes, the most war-like and fear- 
less, scaled the mountain passes and 
penetrated even to the Pacific slope. 
Piute pass and Piute creek bear testt- 
mony to their boldness and enterprise.

That was Frank Carter, 
who has. gone, still boastful, 
to the chair—a strange and 
terrible creature who killed 
because it satisfied his fiendish soul. 


We may search the most lurid of 
fiction and find no more frightful 
character than this ‘‘phantom slayer.” 
He flitted about Omaha, Neb., com- 
mitting outrage upon outrage and 
killing two persons before justice 
finally cornered him and hauled him 
him off to jail. 


Carter held the countryside 
in his dreadful. clutch for 
more than two weeks. 
But his reign ended, as 
they usually do when a 
pervert of his type runs 
amuck, in his losing his 
freedom and his life. 

%: * * 


In recent years no one 
man has so swept a city 
with terrors as Frank Carter 
did Omaha early last year. 
While he roamed the scene 
with. his” silent gun Carter 
brought business to a standstill 
and caused half the homes in 
that section of the country to 
be darkened. Indeed, Omaha 
was a Closed town while he re- 
mained at large. 

The reign of dread got un- 
der way gradually. The first 
reports to the police were of some 
one shooting into lighted windows of 
Omaha homes. The authorities de- 
duced that the shooting was the work 
of a mischievous child. They fan- 
cied that presently the youngster 
would be caught and that would end 
the matter. 


But here was a strange 
feature of the reports— 

No one ever heard the 
Shots. 


That was what made 
the whole business so ter- 
rifying. A family would 
be seated around the dinner table in 
a peaceful home when = suddenly, 
without any warning whatsoever, out 
of the night would come one of these 
silent bullets. Examination invariably 
disclosed a small hole in the window 
pane. 


An air rifle, some said at first, but 
this was soon disproved. Several 
persons who narrowly escaped being 
hit brought to the police bits of lead 
they had dug out of the walls of their 
homes. These pieces of lead indi- 
cated that the weapon being used was 
a .22 caliber gun—a small caliber, 
indeed, but considerably more deadly 
than an air rifle. 


For Two Weeks. 


If anything, the finding of these 
bullets strengthened the theory that 
the shooting was the work of a boy. 
Rifles of this small caliber are pop- 
ular among the youth of the country 
for hunting squirrels and other small 
animals. 


But why was it no one ever seem- 
ed to recall hearing the shots?

It continued for two weeks. The 
sniper never was seen during this 
period—nor heard. The thing began 
to get under people’s skins, to make 
them nervous. The quality of terror 
which lies so close to the surface of the 
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The late Frank Carter, the Omaha sniper 


human soul began to manifest itself. 
The reign of dread was gathering mo- 
mentum. 

Then, on a Friday night in the mid- 
dle of February, the sniper wearied 
of windows. Perhaps he had watch- 
ed the reports in the newspapers and 
had become a little disgusted that 
none of his bullets had yet found a 
victim. At any rate he grew bolder, 
and the next morning the people of 
Omaha learned that a man had been 
Struck. 

He was William Peterson, a con- 
tractor. He had been bending over 
his car to crank it when a_ bullet 
struck him in the chin. A .22 long 
caliber bullet. 

Peterson, it was said, had heard 
no shot. He was staggered by the 
blow of the bullet, but was not 
severely wounded, and he was able 
to look about him for signs of his 
assailant. The assailant might just as 
well have been a ghost. He remain- 
ed as invisible and elusive as ever. 

The following night two windows 
were broken 
and on the 
night after 
that—

minutes later, within a half a block of 
his home, he was shot in the back. 
Neighbors found him dead soon aft- 
erward. Near by was a .22 caliber 
Shell. 


So the sniper wasn’t a prankish 
boy, after all. This must be a ma- 
niac who was running loose in the 
city. The realization sent cold shiv- 
ers down the spines of the inhabitants 
of Omaha and vicinity. 


The next night the police receiv- 
ed eight calls from persons who 
reported they had been shot at. 
Among other places, the Sisters 
of Mercy home, a_ block from 
where McDevitt was shot down, 
reported that their windows had 
been perforated by .22 caliber 
bullets and that several of the 
nuns narrowly escaped being hit. 

The sniping continued the fol- 
lowing evening. One who came 
near being hit was Miss Esther 

Mauthe, a stenographer. She enter- 
ed a drug store in the neighborhood 

of the Sisters of Mercy home and as 
she stood at a counter making a pur- 
chase, a bullet crashed through the 

Show window and struck within a few 
inches of her head. 

Strangely Inactive. 


The next night the fiend seemed 
strangely inactive. The police hoped 
he had tired of his gruesome 
sport. But in the morning 
the police and the people of 


Omaha learned that. the 
sniper had bagged another 
victim. 

Mrs. Austin A. Searles 


called the police that morn- 
ing and reported that her 
husband, a physician, had not re- 
turned home the previous night. She 
expressed the fear that the dreaded 
creature, the sniper, might have shot 
him. The police assured her they 
had received no re- 
ports of any one hav- 
ing been shot at the 
previous evening. 

But still the woman 
worried and at last 
she asked*a friend to 
go to the doctor’s of- 
fice to see if he might 
have taken sick there. 

The friend went to 
the office and found 
Dr. Searles dead, shot 
in the head with a .22 
bullet. His watch 
was gone and part of 
his money was strewn 
over the floor. The 
police knew now why 
there had been no 
reports the night 
before. The sniper 
had been busy with 
the doctor, 

And now the 
reign of dread was 
in full career. The streets of Omaha 
were all but deserted in the evening. 
Mothers forbade their children to 
leave their homes after sundown. 
Theaters did little business. Few 
dared stand at alighted window. The 
people of Omaha moved about their 
darkened homes cautiously and when 
they did venture forth, they hurried 
and looked about them warily. The 
“phantom slaver’’ was indeed in the 
saddle. 

All the detective strength the state 
could muster was hurried to Omaha 
to ferret out this creature with the 
Silent gun. But still he remained the 
phantom. The police arrested dozens

of suspects, but could not lay hands 
on the sniper. : 


Two more nights passed. On Feb- 
ruary 21 the murderer went into 
again in Council Bluffs, a 
neighboring city. A big grain eleva- 
tor caught fire there on this night, 
and the leaping flames brought thou- 
sands to the scene. Most of them 
traveled along the railroad tracks. 

Ross Johnson, a Wabash railroad 
special agent, was on duty in the 
vicinity of the fire. He was patrol- 
ling the Wabash freight yards when 
he heard a slight noise and the next 
moment felt a bullet plow through his 
back. Before he could turn around 
three other bullets struck him. 


More Bullets. 


Johnson pulled his own gun and 
fired. As he did so, two more bullets 
hit him, and then another, before the 
killer turned and ran. Johnson said 
later that he heard no shots; only the 
snapping of the mechanism of the 
automatic gun the man was_ using. 
The fellow had stood behind a pile of 
railroad ties while he calmly riddled 
the detective. 

Though gravely. wounded, Johnson 
was able to give an excellent descrip- 
tion of his assailant. He told the po- 
lice that the man was short and heavy 
Set and wore a peculiarly shaped cap 
and a leather coat. He had used a 
long automatic, one of those one- 
handed guns, which was apparently 
equipped with a silencer. The de- 
scription was broadcast throughout 
that section, 

And in the meanwhile the reign of 
terror continued and heightened. 


Omaha was in the grip of a bad 
case of nerves. The slightest inci- 
dent was sufficient to start trouble in 
the city. The arrest of a_ colored 
automobile thief caused a blockade 
for a quarter of a mile. When a high 
school student accidentally discharged 
a rifle, girl students went into 
hysterics, thinking the sniper had in- 
vaded their school. One man drop- 
ped dead while reading a newspaper 
account of the killer, 

In response to a report that a crazy 
man with a rifle was run- 
ning loose in Riverview 
park, Omaha, a dozen 
motorcycle police hurried 
to the scene. The ‘‘crazy 
man” proved to be one 
of the best known artists 
of the city, and the “‘rifle’”’ 
turned out to be a folding 
tripod. 

Another series of re- 
ports came to the police 
Stating that the killer had 
dropped another victim. 
The victim, it was said, 
would be found dead 
on the sidewalk at a 
certain corner in the 
heart of Omaha. The 
police went there on 
the run and found a 
man stretched out on 
the sidewalk. But he 
was not dead, merely 
drunk. 

Such was the situation when, at 
about noon of February 22, C. C. 
Bruce, section foreman of the Bur- 
lington railroad at Bartlett, lowa, 
thirty miles below Omaha, saw, 
while out inspecting his line on a gas- 
oline motor, a man who resembled 
the description broadcast of. the 
sniper. The man was short and 
heavy set and wore a peculiar-shap- 
ed cap and leather coat. He was 
walking the tracks.

Drummond has well said: ‘For 
embittered life, for breaking up com- 
munities, for destroying the most sa- 
cred relationships, for devastating 
homes, for withering up men and 
women, for taking the bloom of 
childhood, in short for sheer, gratu- 
itous,: misery-producing power, this 
influence stands alone. We are often 
inclined to look upon bad temper as 
a very harmless infirmity, a kind of 
accident, a harmless temperament. It 
is not to be looked upon as accident 
of temperament, but it is a sin, one of 
the blackest of all sins. It is the 
symptom of an unloving nature at 
bottom; a want of patience, .a want 
of kindness, a want of generosity, a 
want of humanity a want of courtesy, 
a want of unselfishness, all are sym- 
bolized on one flash of evil temper. 

It is the revelation of what is in- 
Side a man, and therefore the «nan 
who has that must have his whole 
nature sweetened. It is not enough 
to deal with the temper. You must 


Positive 
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nature, and then evil temper.will die 
away of itself.’ 

Through the grace of Jesus Christ, 
we may be gradually conformed to 
His own disposition and temper. 

There is the mind of Jesus con- 
cerning the Kingdom of God. We 
have held the kingdom as identical 
with future blessedness. We have 
made it identical with the church and 
left untouched vast areas of life. We 
have narrowed the kingdom down to 
the welfare of the individual soul. 


“I go unto 


Whereas the kingdom of God accord- 
ing to Jesus is both individual and 
social. : 

The kingdom comprises all of life’s 
relationships and has to do with our 
industrialism, our militarism, with 
public health, with economic and po- 
litical questions. It is the rule of 
Christ over all the realms of human 
life and human relationships. 

The mind of Jesus concerning God 
is clearly revealed. We must think 
of God in terms of Jesus Christ. 

Theology has long contended that 
Jesus was like God. What we need 
to understand is that God is like Je- 
sus, that the heart of God, the Fa- 
ther, is forever like the heart of Je- 
sus Christ. We see in the compas- 
sion of Jesus Christ, the eternal 
heartache of God the Father. We 
see in Christ’s forgiveness of the sin- 
ner, in Christ’s sorrow with the sor- 
rowing, the eternal feeling of God the 
Father for each individual. 

The mind.of Jesus manifests the 
filial spirit. His Father is central in 
all of His thinking and in all His do- 
ing. His words are pervaded with a 
sense of this relationship. He was 
manifesting His Father’s likeness and 
calling His Father’s other children 
back into the family relationship 
from which they had wandered. ‘“‘l 
do always the things that are pleas- 
ing to My Father.” He said at last, 
My Father and your 
Father.”” The man who knows noth- 
ing of the Father’s love, feels no re- 
sponsibility for the Father’s works, 
has no concern for the Father’s other 
children is something less than a 
Christ-like Christian. : 

The mind of Jesus was fraternal. 

The fact that God was His Father 
carried with it the additional note that 
man was His brother, and His life 
was keyed to this dual note. In this 
brotherhood, He recognized no bar- 
riers, no distinctions, save that the 
weaker members of the Father’s fam- 
ily were His special care. It is impos- 
sible to think of Jesus as class con- 
scious. 3 : 

It is impossible to think of Him as 
indifferent to the welfare of any 
brother-man. We must feel that this 
is the Christ spirit. And yet through- 
out the church there are numbers of 
men and women who have named 
His name and profess to be His dis- 
ciples who do not belteve in human 
brotherhood in any real sense of the 


word, We are living in a_ world 
where ignorance, sin, poverty and suf- 
‘fering abound. Even in the best 
communities life is not fair and just 
to all people. But do we care? 
Would Jesus care? Our Elder Brother 
lived and wrought and died for the 
whole brotherhood. If any man does 
not share the. spirit of the Elder 
Brother, he is none of His. 

The mind of Jesus expresses the 
spirit of service. 

“The Son of Man comes not to be 
ministered unto, but to minister.’’ 

There belonged to Jesus, active, 
positive service in His Father’s work. 

The church has been content with 
negative ideas of goodness. The per- 
son who has no bad habits, is con- 
sidered Christian. But according to 
Christ, there must be positive good- 
ness. These who were condemned 
in the Master’s’ picture of the last 
judgment lacked the positive note. 

The mind of Jesus reveals the na- 
ture of sin. According to Jesus sin 
is a malignant inward malady. It is 
an unsound mental attitude. It is 
disease of the spirit as tuberculosis is 
a disease of the body. Jesus says 
your sin does not consist in breaking 
outward rules of rites and ceremonies. 
It is an affair of inward life. From 
out of the heart proceed evil thoughts. 

If your attitude is one of scorn and 
contempt and you do not believe in 
the infinite value of the human soul, 
there is the root of every violent deed. 

The mind of Jesus is a revelation 
of perfect love. It is not love as a 
weak sentiment, but a love that suf- 
fers for others and sacrifices for oth- 
ers. It is a love too holy and high 
to cherish enmity towards other peo- 
ple and contempt for other people. 

It is love which forgives wrongs.. It 
is a love which sees the high possi- 
bility that may come out of low lives. 
It is a perfect love which casts out 
every kind of fear. ) 

The Mind of Jesus mirrors with 
clearness the immortality of life. 

Jesus never argued about immor- 
tality, He did not try to prove it. He 
lived even in this world the immortal 
life. 

He lived a life in such harmony and 
fellowship with God, that we cannot 
think of it as ending with the disso- 
lution of the body. He lived a life 
of conscious superiority over the 
power of death, and said to those who 
follow Him, ‘‘Because I live, ye shall 


live also.” 

The mind of Jesus is expressed to 
the uttermost of faith and hope. 

There are churchmen who expect 
and rather hope that earthly history 
will close in a cataclysm of. battle. 
There is no confidence in the power 
ef God’s spirit, but in a spectacular 
physical appearance of Jesus. The 
hopeful mind of Jesus is against this 
false view. There is in His calm words 
no suggestion of failure. He is sure 
of the future, sure that love is 
Stronger than hate and good is 
stronger than evil. 

He believed in the progress of good 
and in its.ultimate triymph. He com- 
pares the kingdom to leaven and to 
a grain of mustard seed. “I beheld 
Satan as lightning fal) from heaven.” 
“Every plant which My heavenly Fa- 
ther has not planted shall be root- 
ed up.” 

In the darkest hour that ever threw 
its pall over our earth He believed in 
the uniyersal sway of His kingdom. 

He ‘is chief of all saintly spirits, 
“Who rowing hard against the stream 
see distant gates of Eden gleam. And 
do not dream it is a dream. 

The Christian church is to be held 
to its own standard in Jesus Christ. 
One of the most embarrassing facts 
which has confronted the church in 
its entire history is in the demand of 
the great nations of the east that we 
live up to our own standard. 

A church editor writes: ‘‘What dis- 
concerting questions these far eastern- 
ers are asking! Is Christianity pri- 
marily a system of doctrine to which 
we must give intellectual assent, or 
a way of life in which we are to walk? 
Are the teachings of Jesus to be obey- 
ed, or interpreted to fit the desires 
and conveniences of present-day Civ- 
ilization?

He had worked on farms for years, 
he said, but never had saved enough 
during the summer to carry him over 
the winter, so he had taken to hold- 
ing up peonvle to get monev for food. 
He had purchased the gun and 
silencer in Chicago two years before, 
he said. He would not say how 
many people he had slain in his time. 

“In Omaha I shot because | want- 
ed to rob,”” he explained. ‘But then 
| got scared and ran away before | 
got the money. When | went over 
to Council Biuffs, after killing two 
Omaha people and not getting a cent 
from either of them, | decided to kill 
anybody that got in the waye | 
didn’t care who it was, either.” 

He said he had always been proud 
of his shooting and that when he 
started robbing, he determined to kill 
so that the police would never be 
able to convict him of robbery. 

‘Dead men tell no tales.’’ he said, 
and winked. 

Asked whv he had shot through so 
many windows, the prisoner replied: 

“Q, partly for fun and partly to 
make the police think | would stay 
right in that one district.

From Other Cities. 

Carter ‘himself denied vehemently 
that he was insane and the authori- 
ties were inclined ‘to agree with him. 
County Attorney Beal said, “‘There is 


no insanity there. He has a low 
mentality but he is cunning and 
sharp.”’ Beal announced he would 


make every effort to send Carter to 
the chair. 

‘“‘He is absolutely the most cold- 
blooded and dangerous mand have 
ever known,”’ said Police Inspector 
Benjamin Danbaum. ‘This man kills 
without compunction, without malice 
and without pleasure. He just kills 
without any reason whatever.” 

Cartér continued to be utterly con- 
temptuous of the promised death pen- 
alty. He said he had nothing what- 
ever to regret, that he had killed and 
would kill again. If he were to be 
released, he asserted, he would go on 
living just as he had lived. He was 
one of the most self-satisfied prison- 
ers the state of Nebraska ever had to 
deal with. 

In the meanwhile practically every 
unsolved murder in the middle west 
was being tied up with the strange 
sniper in Omaha. Cities Carter ad- 
mitted visiting in recent years sent 
representatives to Omaha to ques- 
tion the man, hoping to clear. up their 
several mysteries. But though he 
would talk interminably about his ex- 
ploits in Omaha, he would divulge 
nothing about his activities in other 
cities. 

“You had better keep me mighty 
close,”’ he warned Inspector Dan. 
baum. “If I get a chance, I’m going 
to escape and I'll kill whoever tries 
to stop me.”

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“What do you think about your 
punishment?’’ inquired the police- 
man. 

“Why, there is no question but 
that | should hang,’’ he answered. 
“Anyway, | don’t want to go to 
prison and I don’t have a fancy for 
the electric chair.” 

In Prizon Before. 

“Sorry,”’ said Danbaum, ‘‘but we 
use the electric chair in this state.’’ 

Presently came definite proof that 
Carter had been in prison before. It 
developed that he had been sentenc- 
ed in 1916 to serve ten years in the 
lowa state prison for maliciously 
killing a herd of dairy cattle. He was 
paroled in 1920, but failed to report 
as provided by law and was declared 
a parole breaker. He had destroyed 
the cattle because the farmer who 
owned them had discharged him. 

The prisoner was examined by Dr. 
Harrison E.- Wigton, professor of 
psychiatry at the University of Ne- 
braska Medical college, who report- 
ed him normal in most of his reac- 
tions. , 

‘Carter has, however, a: marked 
inferiority complex,” said Dr. Wig- 
ton. ‘“‘His complex was relieved by 
his robbing and killing, which gave 
him a feeling of superiority to other 
men. His quick answers to questions 
show he is alert, his mind active. 

“His light regard for life, however, 
stamps him as abnormal, as most 
criminals are abnormal. He says he 
was mad when McDevitt and Searles 
turned: away from him, refusing to 
submit to search. That was one of 
the motives, if not the primary mo- 
tive, that prompted him to shoot both 
of them. His pride was hurt. bv their 
refusal to admit they were inferior 
‘o him who gave them commands.” 


In a Bullpen. 


Public Defender John N. Baldwin 
prepared Carter’s case for trial. He 
announced that he would havé the 
prisoner plead insanity. Carter laugh- 
ed when he heard this and insisted he 
was just as sane as Baldwin. He said 
he wanted to plead guilty to the mur- 
ders so that he might be executed 
rather than sent to prison. 

The trial took place in March, less 
than a month after the murders. To 
satisfy the public demand for a 
glimpse of the sniper, the authori- 
ties put Carter in a bullpen outside 
the courtroom. Immense crowds 
came to stare at the man who had 
stood the town on its head for more 
than a week. 

“I’m guilty of these murders!’’ 
Carter almost shouted as he took the 
stand. ‘“‘Why doesn’t the judge sen- 
tence me to the chair and have it all 
over with?” 

But the defendant was forced to 
curb his impatience until March 24, 
when, the jury having found the man 
guilty of murdering Dr. Searles, Dis- 
trict Judge Goss sentenced Carter to 
die in the electric chair. “I have 
nothing to worry about,’’ commented 
the unperturbed slayer. 

Carter was removed to the Ne- 
braska state prison at Lincoln. Two 
days before his execution, he an- 
nounced that his real name was Pat 
Murphy and that while he wasn’t an 
atheist, he had always distrusted the 
“agents of God.” He said he felt 
like a man who had just finished a 
very disagreeable job and is going to 
collect his pay. ; 

“The killings never bothered me 
a bit,” he said. ‘After | killed Me- 
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Devitt that night I went to a movie. 
Once | joined a searching party to 
hunt for the sniper, and all the time 
| carried my pistol inside my. shirt, 
waiting for mv chance to pick off 
some one in the party.” 

On the morning of June 24, while 
nrison electricians were preparing the 
chair for the murderer Carter unfold- 
ed to newspaver 
weird tale, which prison officials 
passed on as the ravings of a man 
gone mad for publicitv. He said he 
had counted uv the murders he had 
committed and that they numbered 
forty-three in all. 

He said his first murder was the 
killing of a farmhand near Clarinda, 
lowa, many years ago. From then 
on, he told the reporters, he had kill- 
ed on the slightest provocation. He 
said it had been his hobby. 

When the death warrant was read 
to him the prisoner asked that the 
name Frank Carter he changed to 
Pat Murphy, because he would be bet- 
ter known in heaven by that name. 

Ross Johnson, the railroad detec- 
tive wounded bv the sniper, led the 
prisoner to the chair. Carter’s face 
wis pastv white, but he disnlaved no 
flinching as he sat down. He watch- 
ed the prison employees adjust the 
straps binding him to the chair and 
then turned to E. S. Gilbert, of Tren- 
ton, N. J.. who had been summoned 
to serve as executioner. 

“| don’t know what they got you 
for Gilbert,” he said. ‘‘l could have 
nulled the switch myself and saved 
the state monev. Turn on the 
juice 

Gilbert threw the switch as the 
condemned man spoke. The maniac 


sniper had made his last gesture.

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Color Instructions 


This is a sort of picture which our 
great-grandparents loved to hang in their 
formal guest room. And you should color, 
it rather in a formal fashion. 


For example, the trees should be a neat 
and even brown. The house should be a 
neat and even brown, mixed however with 
a little more yellow. The chimney should 


_be a neat piece of brick work. The fence 


should be a neat yellow. And the hills 
should be indicated by neat lines of green 
which follow the outlines but do not cover 
up too much of the space of the foreground. 
And then a bright red spot for the house 
in the distance. And if you are very am- 
bitious, a blue sky. 


But that will mean a lot of neat and 
careful work, not to have the blue run to- 
gether with the brown and get the sky filled 
with spots of muddy non-descript color. 
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“1OR some curious reason that par- 
1) ticular department of our spiritual 
and intellectual makeup, which 
went by the name of ‘‘good taste,”’ 
seems to have died when the smoke 
of the first engines began to make 
itself felt upon the landscape.

The 
few houses that they build and that have 
come down to the present time are quite 
sufficient to give us an idea of the sort of 
lives they lived, the sort of handicaps they 
had to overcome and the sort of character 
that allowed them to survive where a 
weaker race of men would have laid down 
on the job and died. 


We are not always fair to these early 
arrivals. We go into the woods of Maine 
for a few weeks and rough it and say, ‘‘Why 
those Pilgrims were softies! They had a 
shipload of supplies at their back and yet 
most of them could not hold their own, and 


I had nothing but what I carried on my back 
and I never wanted for anything. 


For which the answer is that the Pil- 
grims and most of the early Puritans were 
not athletes—that most of them were city 
or village bred—that they were a total loss 
when given a gun or an ax and asked to 
shoot a bear or hack down a tree—and 
that all things considered, it is rather sur- 
prising that they survived at all. 


And once they had overcome the first 
cruel resistence of’ these new shores they 
managed to create a form of ‘civilization 
wiich (whether we like it or not) was pos- 
sessed of many-_unique features and was in 
complete ac¢ofd and harmony with the spirit 
of that ‘‘New England”? which they hoped 
to create as a substitute for the “Old Eng- 
land’ of which they had begun to despair. 


They were farmers. Dukes and arch- 
bishops rarely emigrate. They were farm- 
ers and bakers and candlestick makers. 
Most of them probably had never seen a 
painting or a piece of sculpture in their 
lives. But they knew how to build a house 
that should express the idea of a ‘‘family’— 
that should be something more than a con- 
venient place in which to eat and drink and 
sleep. And they left us these houses which 
are now rapidly being bought up by indus- 
trious Italians and Portuguese who make 
two onions grow where the descendants of 
the early settlers raised nothing at all.
